coveries is that taorriage is an antidote 
for c-holora, at least so far as men are 
concerned. It is reported that 
tishcs of tho cholera in France show that 
married men are mnch less liable to 
attacked by cholera than bachelors. 
o population of 100,000 meu between th 
BROS ot 23 and 50, 51 uumnrd-d mo: 
died oC cbolera while only IS marriei 
men tell victims to the disease. Between 
the ages of 30 and 85 tho mortality from 
cholera was 78 amonp bachelors and 
'2 


cmong inairiod men, and between tin 


_ nges of 50 and CO, 1G7 unmarried men oni 


only 37 tnamed men died. It will be seen 
from these figures that married men have 
three times as many chances of life dur 
ing a cholera epidemic as unniarrie; 
m«n. 


It is no wonder that MIH. Winks was 


surprised when she read tho Paris statin 
tics and heard that nine-tenths of the 
mile victims of cholera were unmarried 
but she seoraod to take it philosophical!} 
when Mr. \Vinks explained tho Koch 
theory—"that cholera Korraa aro easily 
destroyed by boiling"—and married men 
generally being kept in hot water, there 
IB no chance for tho cholera germs to 
work destruction. 


But the explanation of tho Koch the- 


ory ia that married men live in circum- 
stances more favorable to health than 
those who are unmarried. Their food is 
better, because they have wives to look 
after it, and their general surroundings 
tend to a calmer frame oC mind, a purer 
atmosphere, all of which very directly 
aro influences against tho sprealiiig of 
cholera.
